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Carer is charged 

with CAP murder 


A CARER has appeared 
in court charged with 
the murder of a pens¬ 
ioner. 

Bunthawee Rimmer, 49, 
of Castle Lane, Haverhill, 
appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court yesterday morning 
to face a charge of 
murdering Paul Norfolk, 
77, between December 28 
and December 31,2011. 

Mr Norfolk, also of Castle 
Lane, Haverhill, was found dead 
at his home by police on Friday, 
December 30. 

Rimmer was also found 
injured at the address and taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital. She 
was discharged as a patient on 
Saturday, and remained in police 
custody until she was charged 
with murder on Tuesday night. 

Magistrates sent the case to 
Ipswich Crown Court, where 
Rimmer appeared before Judge 
John Deveaux yesterday 
afternoon, with a Thai 
interpreter translating the 
proceedings for her. She made 
no application for bail and was 
remanded in custody until a plea

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and case management hearing, 
due to take place on March 16. A 
provisional trial date was set for 
early July. 

Mr Norfolk had lived in 
Haverhill since the 1960s and last 
worked as foreman at 
International Flavours and 
Fragrances. 

One neighbour told the Weekly 
News of his sadness after hearing 
of the death of diabetes-sufferer 
Mr Norfolk. 

He said: “We saw him on 
Christmas Day when he popped 
round with some presents and 
became concerned when we 
didn’t see him again. He was 
meant to be going for a drink on 
Friday night. 

“He was a diamond of a bloke 
and a real sweetheart.” 

Another resident added: “I 
often saw him out walking his 
dog but I didn’t think anything of 
him not being about until I heard 
he missed Friday night - he was 
normally very sociable. It is so 
sad and I cannot imagine what 
could have happened.” 

A post mortem examination 
found he died as a result of head 
injuries. 
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Libraries team 
seeks candidates 
to run service 


THREE members of a 
board to run Suffolk’s 
libraries have been 
chosen - but another 
four positions are up 
for grabs. 

The interim board 
will be in charge of 
launching the Indep¬ 
endent and Provident 
Society (IPS), which 
Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil agreed would run 
the library service, 
helped by community 
groups. 

Clive Fox, who has 
been appointed 
chairman of the 
interim board, said 
public support for the 
libraries had led the 
council to prioritise 
maintaining a com¬ 
prehensive service, 
despite economic 
pressure. 

He added that 
communities must 
get involved to make 
sure the service gives 
them what they want. 

He said: “The first 
few years will be a 
voyage of discovery 
and a process of 
learning which is 
what libraries are for. 
It will depend cru¬ 
cially on all those who 
work for it, whether as 
professionals in lib¬ 
raries or as volunteers 
involved in local 
management and 
initiatives.” 


Mike Hosking, who 
has been director of 
libraries, learning and 
culture at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County 
Council, and Shona 
Bendix, who acted as 
the chief executive of 
the Suffolk Asso¬ 
ciation of Local 
Councils for six years, 
have also been 
appointed founding 
members of the 
board. 

Suffolk County 
Council has told 
community library 
groups to nominate 
candidates to fill four 
other positions. 
Applications and 
nominations must be 
received by Sunday, 
January 22. 

Staff will be 
represented on the 
interim board and a 
council observer will 
also be appointed. 

A board elected by 
members of the IPS 
will take over from 
the interim board in 
the next year and a 
half. 

The council has 
said the model will 
cost a maximum of 
£652,000 to set up but 
its annual cost is 
expected to be 
£6.49m rather than 
the £8.96m spent 
running the service in 
2010/11.

Alert on sex 
and alcohol 

A‘NO means no’ campaign has 
been launched by sexual health 
services and police in Suffolk to 
try to curb the number of drink 
related offences. 

The aim of the campaign is to 
educate and inform young 
people about the links between 
alcohol and sexual assault. Its 
three main messages are - 
responsibility, consent and look 
after your friends. It stresses the 
point that when people indulge 
in drinking more alcohol than 
usual they are more likely to be 
in a vulnerable situation. 

Harmoni, commissioned by 
NHS Suffolk to run sexual health 
services across the county, has 
teamed up with the police to 
promote the campaign. 

Det Chief Insp Kerry Cutler 
said: “The campaign is designed 
to make young people think 
about how short-term actions 
can have long-term 
consequences. When most 
people hear the word ‘rape’ they 
tend to think of a stranger 
waiting in bushes and attacking 
women as they walk home late 
at night. The reality is far from 
this and most of the rapes 
reported to us involve people 
who are known to each other. 

“Alcohol can affect your 
judgment, make you lose your 
inhibitions and mean you take 
risks and cross the line. Have sex 
with someone who hasn’t said 
yes to it and you could end up 
going to prison, for rape. The 
maximum sentence that a judge 
can impose is life 
imprisonment. But even if you 
don’t receive a sentence of this 
length, the conviction will 
remain with you for the rest of 
your life.” 
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Victorian cottage 
to face wreckers 

Planning inspector overturns demolition refusal 


PLANNING permission 
has been granted on 
appeal to demolish a 
Victorian cottage and 
build a replacement 
home, despite objections 
by its next door neigh¬ 
bour and parish council. 

The Planning Inspectorate 
has said 2 Horsham Hall 
Cottages in Helions Bump- 
stead can be knocked down 
and a detached home with a 
garage built to replace it 1.6m 
from the other cottage. 

A change of use of land has 
also been permitted to 
extend the garden. 

The two cottages are in a 
special landscape area and 
the relevant local plan says 
developments which are 
likely to damage the rural 
qualities of the countryside 
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or its landscape’s character 
will be refused. 

The application to build a 
replacement dwelling was 
initially submitted in June 
2010 and was turned down by 
Braintree District Council. 
The application was refused 
again in January 2011 and the 
following June but per¬ 
mission was given on appeal 
by the inspectorate last 
month. 

Dr Ian Harmer, who bought 
the other semi-detached 
cottage 12 years ago, said the 
development would destroy 
the character of his home and 
he was concerned a prec¬ 
edent was being established. 

He said: “We are extremely 
concerned about the impact 


this development will have 
on our lives and our property 
but we are also worried about 
the precedent being set given 
that there are many similar 
properties in similar lo¬ 
cations within a few miles of 
ours, and the likelihood that 
others may find themselves 
in the same position.” 

Helions Bumpstead Parish 
Council had objected to the 
planning proposal before its 
rejection in June 2011, 
because it was concerned, for 
example, the proposed 
replacement “overpowers” 
the site, the loss of a small 
property would exacerbate 
the shortage of local starter 
homes and would mean the 
village lost its only pair of 
brick built Victorian cottages. 

But the planning inspector 
said in the appeal decision 
report a precedent will not be 


set because each case is 
considered individually and 
the replacement dwelling 
would have a “minimal 
impact” on the look of the 
landscape, and its character 
and is in accordance with 
policy. 

The report said: “The 
existing cottage is poorly laid 
out and is in need of 
modernisation and reno¬ 
vation. 

“Demolition as proposed 
will enable a replacement 
dwelling to be built that will 
be more sustainable and 
energy-efficient.” 

A total of 12 conditions for 
the development, including a 
requirement for samples of 
building materials to be 
approved by the local 
planning authority, have 
been set.

Chase driver is 
sent to prison 

A DRIVER is behind bars after 
leading police on a car chase 
around a school with his 2-year- 
old son in the vehicle. 

Ashley Westlake, 23, was 
sentenced to 12 weeks in prison 
by Cambridge magistrates and 
banned from driving for four 
years after police caught him 
driving while disqualified for the 
second time.

The court heard Westlake and 
his son were found hiding 
behind a fence in the garden 
area of the school. 

Westlake, of Waterloo Close, 
Newmarket, pleaded guilty to 
driving while disqualified and 
without insurance. 

He said: “It was a stupid 
mistake. I don’t know why I did 
it.”

Insp Peter Ferrie said: “I walked 
down the High Street and there 
was nobody about, it was the 
oddest New Year ever. I think 
people just stayed at home to 
celebrate.” 

One party did get out of hand at 
St James’ Court, Haverhill, 
where police attended around 
10.30pm, following complaints 
from neighbours. A large 
number of 15- and 16-year- 
olds were in the property and 
outside. Two people were 
arrested for affray after fighting 
in the street and one police 
officer was assaulted and 
slightly hurt during the arrest. 
One 16-year-old was 
reprimanded and another 
released on police bail, after the 
house where the party was 
held had been cleared. 

Rape accused 
case adjourned 

A MAN accused of rape, false 
imprisonment and sexual 
assault has had the case 
against him adjourned until 
March. 

Gary Beal, 43, appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
Tuesday charged with raping a 
woman, false imprisonment 
and sexual assault, all alleged 
to have been committed in 
Haverhill in June last year. Beal, 
of Bury Road, Thurlow, did not 
indicate a plea and was told by 
Judge John Holt that he would 
be continue to be granted bail 
until his next court appearance, 
a plea and case management 
hearing on March 30.

A MAN who admitted assaulting a 
police officer and a string of public 
order offences was given a 
suspended prison sentence by a 
judge - who told him it would be “a 
minor miracle” if he managed to 
stay out of prison. 

Daniel Dale, 22, appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court before District 
Judge David Cooper on Tuesday and 
received a 16-week prison sentence 
suspended for a year, as well as being 
banned from all pubs and clubs in Suffolk 
and Norfolk for a year. He was also made the 
subject of a 12-month community order 
with an alcohol treatment requirement. 

Judge Cooper asked for a probation 
service report to be prepared on Dale before 
he was sentenced, but said he believed a 
short custodial sentence was the best option. 
However, he agreed to follow the probation 
officer’s recommendation for a community 
sentence, after Dale said he wanted help to 
tackle his drinking. 

Judge Cooper said: “I am not here to be his 
therapist. He might have issues, but he needs 
to be punished for being a complete pain to 
the police and a lot of the people in 
Haverhill. He is obviously one of those 
people who are just a nuisance in Haverhill. 

“If you offend in the next year or miss any 
appointments you will go to prison. If you 
don’t, that will be a minor miracle both for the 
police and the other inhabitants of Haverhill. 
Try desperately to sort yourself out.”

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Dale admitted assaulting PC Thomas in 
Haverhill on November 12, as well as 
resisting arrest by PC Circuit and using 
threatening behaviour on the same date. He 
admitted another public order offence in 
Haverhill last August, as well as resisting 
arrest and a public order offence in October. 

Ian Devine, prosecuting, said on October 
27 PC Circuit and PC Thomas went to Camps 
Road to arrest Dale, who was protesting his 
innocence. He continued to shout and swear 
and resist arrest, pushing one of the officers, 
who fell backwards on to the ground.

London lo Cape Town Rally 

FRIENDS Rachel Vestey and Suzy Harvey 
were set to start the New Year by setting off 
on the epic challenge of rally driving from 
London to Cape Town in a 2001 Rover MG 
ZR1600. 

Covering 14,400km, the route passes 
through three continents and 13 countries, in 
aid of their chosen charity SOS Children. 

Run by the Endurance Rally Association, 
the rally involves 44 cars in a race to the 
finish line. The contestants set off from 
London on New Year’s Day and hope to 
arrive at their final destination in South 
Africa on January 29. With no support staff, 
translators or mechanics, the teams must 
rely on their own luck, resources and skills 
to reach Cape Town in the best time 
possible. 

The route travels through countries 
including Italy, Egypt, Sudan and Zambia. 
Rachel, from Great Thurlow, anticipates the 
most difficult driving conditions to be in the 
desert of northern Kenya. She said: “I hope 
the little car makes it through. We have 
intentionally chosen a small car to make it 
even more challenging.” 

Rachel and Suzy took part in their first 
rally in 2010, driving a 1938 Plymouth. The 
Peking to Paris challenge covered an 
impressive 14,000km and the pair won the 
Ladies’ Prize. They decided to take on an 
even bigger challenge to raise valuable 
funds to support the work of SOS Children, a 
Cambridge-based charity which provides a 
new home for orphaned and abandoned 
children. 

Rachel said: “I have supported SOS 
Children in a small way for many years and 
thought that as it does a lot of work in the 
areas we will be travelling through, it is the 
perfect charity to support.” 

Halfway through the rally, Rachel and 
Suzy will visit an SOS Children’s Village in 
Nairobi, to see first hand the difference the 
money they raise will make. The village has 
16 family homes, where groups of orphaned 
and abandoned children are cared for by 
specially trained ‘SOS mothers’ until they 
reach independence. 

Rachel said: “We are looking forward to 
visiting the village in Nairobi. Having seen 
photos and read about SOS Children’s work 
in their newsletters, I have always wanted to 
see it for myself. It looks amazing.”

Man denies sex 
assaults on boys 


TWO young boys were 
victims of sexual assault 
and rape, a court has 
heard. 

Benjamin Waldron, 37, is 
accused of committing 10 
separate offences. 

One boy told his mother and 
that led to the second boy being 
interviewed by police, Ipswich 
Crown Court was told. 

Waldron, of Strawberry Fields, 
Haverhill, denies all the charges 
against him. 

Charles Myatt, prosecuting, 
told the jury that Waldron began

offending against one boy in 
2003 and that what had started 
as touching progressed on two 
occasions to rape. 

Giving evidence via a TV link, 
the boy, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, told the court 
that he found the only way to get 
Waldron to stop was by starting 
to cry. 

Mr Myatt said it was alleged 
that the second boy was also 
raped by Waldron in May 2009. 


Waldron is accused of five 
offences of sexual assault on a 
male child, one of causing or 
inciting a child to engage in 
sexual behaviour, one of 
indecent assault and two of rape 
against one boy and one offence 
of rape against the second boy. 

The court heard that after 
being arrested Waldron had 
strongly denied to police having 
done anything wrong. 

He said that any touching of 
the boys had been accidental and 
inadvertent. None of the offences 
had occurred, he said.

L ooking ahead 
at 2012, it would 
be easy to feel 
overwhelmed by 
feelings of 
hopelessness, 
particularly when we 
see on the television, 
or read in the press, 
stories about more 
bank collapses, rises 
in unemployment, 
shop closures, and 
benefit cuts. 

As individuals it is hard 
to know what to do to 
change these things, yet 
there are ways, and often 
new growth can arise from 
the waste ground. 

I took an interest in 
politics because I believed, 
and still believe, I could 
achieve positive change. I 
am proud to have been 
part of a generation that 
substantially improved the 
rights of women, gays, and 
ethnic minorities, and 
stopped debt as being a 
reason for imprisonment. 

I know I was not alone in 
my thinking; the retiring 
town clerk’s teenage 
bookcase included a copy 
of the 1967 Shelter Report 
into Homelessness. 

And yet where today are 
such believers? I know 
they exist -10,000 of them 
signed a petition to 
reinstate the railway line 
to Cambridge, 4,000 of 
them signed the petition 
to retain Place Court in 
county council 
management, and as 
many joined the 2002 
campaign to retain the 
Arts Centre. 

During 2012 there will 
be greater opportunity for 
residents to get involved - 
in shaping the future 
development of the town, 
in designing a new High 


Street, in determining how 
to spend £50,000 of arts 
and leisure funding, and 
in setting new priorities 
for action. Don’t be the 
silent majority, don’t let 
the few with vested 
interests make decisions 
for you. On the town 
council we have set out 
our four-year plan - come 
and tell us what you think 
about it, whether we’re 
achieving our aims, 
whether we’re doing what 
you want. Make your New 
Year resolution “be 
involved”. 

Working with partners, 
the town council delivered 
and supported its most 
ambitious arts and leisure 
programme ever in 2011.

New start for 
health trust 

THE New Year starts a 
new era for mental health 
and wellbeing services in 
Suffolk and Norfolk, as 
the two counties’ mental 
health trusts come 
together to form a new 
NHS Foundation Trust. 

On Tuesday, the trust 
board of directors 
celebrated the launch of 
the new Norfolk and 
Suffolk NHS Foundation 
Trust with visits to teams 
both sides of the border 
and an official cake¬ 
cutting. 

The new trust is the result 
of a merger between 
Norfolk and Waveney 
Mental Health NHS 
Foundation Trust and 
Suffolk Mental Health 
Partnership NHS Trust. It 
will cover an area 
stretching King’s Lynn to 
Felixstowe and serve a 
population of some 1.5m 
people. 

Chief executive Aidan 
Thomas said: “The 
merger of our two trusts 
gives us real 
opportunities to develop 
new services which we 
would not have been able 
to do if we had remained 
as two trusts. For 
example, we are looking 
at developing inpatient 
services for under-18s 
who currently have to 
travel out of the county for 
mental health hospital 
care. Our larger size 
means we could provide 
that service closer to 
young people’s families.”

AS WE begin the new year, we take a look back at some of the 
inspirational accounts of courage shared with readers during 2011. 
Interviews by Alice Ryan, Louise Martin and Emma Higginbotham. 


I THOUGHTIhad 
the worst 
hangover of my 
life - and it turned 
out to be morning 
sickness.” Claire 
Daniels, from 
Cambridge, who 
discovered she was 
pregnant after 
doctors told her 
there was a 99.9 per 
cent chance that she 
would never have 
children, following 
treatment for 
Hodgkin's 
lymphoma. 

“I wouldn’t wish this on 
anybody, yet I wouldn’t 
wish for a life without 
Andrew in it. Nothing 
changes the fact I’m still 
very proud to say this 
wonderful man is my 
husband.” Sarah King, 
from Linton, whose 
husband Andrew has 
early-onset Alzheimer’s 
and can no longer walk, 
talk or feed himself. 


“Lots of people sent 
flowers saying ‘Sorry for 


your loss’, but only one 
card mentioned the fact 
we’d had a baby. And 
only one person asked if 
we had any photos. 
Those two things meant 
so much to me: I didn’t 
want to act as if we 
hadn’t had a baby. Lily 
was still our child.” 
Alison Bruce, from 
Fordham, whose baby 
died inside her when she 
was six months pregnant. 

“It felt like someone had 
got a huge sword and 
driven it right through 
me and into the 
mattress. The pain was 
indescribable: it was 
literally pinning me to 
the bed.” Mandy Hague, 
from Barrington, who 
had 22 cardiac arrests in 
just one night. 

“Before she even went 
into hospital for the 
original operation she 
organised all the linen in 
the airing cupboard, 
putting labels on the 
bedding and towels: 
‘bath towels’, ‘squash 
and cricket towels’. She 
was always thinking 
about everyone else.” 
Gerald Coteman, from 
Oakington, who has set 


up The Elizabeth 
Coteman Fund to raise 
money and awareness 
about pancreatic cancer, 
in memory of his wife. 

“It doesn’t matter how 
rich you are. Everybody 
knows you’re there 
through luck, hard work 
and determination.” 
Romany Gypsy Phoebe 
Buckley, from Little 
Downham, a 
professional eventer who 
regularly competes 
against Zara Philips at 
Burghley and Badminton 
Horse Trials. 

“It’s an absolute miracle 
what he’s achieved, and I 
can only thank The 
Rosie. I seriously don’t 
think he would be here if 
it wasn’t for their 
genuine care and their 
expertise.” Sanchia 
Norris, from Fen 
Drayton, whose son 
Benn - born dangerously 
prematurely at just 24 
weeks with multiple 
health problems - 
celebrated his first 
birthday in November. 

“I am excited, but I have 
moments of panic as 
well. I can imagine

letting a goal in - but I 
can imagine scoring too, 
which would be 
amazing.” 

Georgina Bullen, from 
Shepreth, whose visual 
impairment stopped her 
taking a GCSE in PE - yet 
she was selected for the 
UK Goalball squad and 
hopes to take part in the 
2012 Paralympics. 

“There are only two 
roads you can go down; 
there’s the dark ‘this is 
awful, I give up’ road, or 
the ‘here’s your lot, mate, 
get on with it, do the best 
you can’. And I knew 
which route I had to 
take.” Musician Guy 
Llewellyn, from 
Willingham, who became 
paralysed after breaking 


his back in a fall. 

“Even now my dad says 
to me ‘If we’d have 
known that you were 
going to have so many, 
I’m not sure we’d have 
still gone through with 
the original operation’. 
But you can’t live your 
life on ifs, buts and 
maybes. You just live 
with what you’ve got, 
and adapt.” Tom 
McKenzie, from Linton, 
who’s had 48 operations 
on his leg since surgeons 
battled to save it from 
amputation when he had 
bone cancer aged 6. 

“It felt like I was walking 
through treacle, always 
being cloudy and then, 
every now and again, 


you’d get this glimpse of 
sunshine. I forgot what 
normal was; everything 
was just such hard 
work.” Joy Martin, from 
Lode, who overcame 
chronic fatigue 
syndrome - and 
embarked on a 20,000- 
mile charity cycle ride 
across America. 

“It was just the most 
awful thing I’ve ever 
seen. I honestly looked 
at her and thought ‘there 
must be some mistake, 
this isn’t Kelly-Ann’ - but 
it was.” Carol Challinor, 
from Exning, whose 9- 
year old daughter had 
her face crushed in a 
riding accident. Now 15, 
Kelly-Ann has made a full 
recovery. 


“If I hadn’t got these 
hideous diseases, Save5 
might never have been 
started - and that’s a 
terrible thought. I really 
wouldn’t change a 
thing.” T Sandeman- 
Charles, from 
Duddenhoe End, who 
suffers from two deadly 
lung diseases, yet 
crusades tirelessly to get 
people to join the organ 
donor register through 
her Save5 campaign. 

“Losing any part of your 
body, like losing 
someone close to you, is 
a kind of bereavement. 
But there’s no point 
getting bitter about it: 
with the right kind of 
support, you can go out

there and do whatever 
you want - anything is 
possible.” Amputee Jonas 
Zimnicki, from 
Cambridge, who hopes to 
sprint for Britain in the 
2012 Paralympics. 

“Losing a child is one of 
the hardest things 
anyone can go through 
and even now, 10 years 
on, I have my bad days. 
But that’s OK. I know I 
always will have bad 
days; it’s what I achieve 
on my good days that 
counts.” Marie Horrey, 
from Bluntisham, who 
lost her son Alex to cot 
death at 6 months old. 
She’s now a keen 
fundraiser for FSID, the 
Foundation for the Study 
of Infant Deaths. 

“It was touch and go for 
at least the first 48 hours. 
My mum asked the 
nurses if they could take 
a picture, but I was too 
poorly even to have my 
photo taken.” Ellen 
Brogan, from Aldreth, 
who was born 
prematurely. The 24-year- 
old completed a gruelling 
16-peak challenge last 
year to raise money for 
premature baby charity 
Bliss. 

“It’s hard to explain what 
your mindset is, being 
told you’ve got cancer. 

But my doctor made me 
more positive; he said 
lots of people are scared 
of the word, but cancer’s 
not the end of the world. 
A lot of people have it and 


they’re completely fine 
for the rest of their lives.” 
Tom Dutton, from 
Whittlesford, who was 
diagnosed with testicular 
cancer at the age of 18. 

“Yes, he has a strangeness 
about him, but I think 
that’s quite lovely. And 
he’s such a loving child. 
You know he’s had a nice 
day if he takes your face 
in his hands and sort of 
squeezes your cheeks. I 
think it’s his way of 
saying Thank you’.” Lina 
Davey, from Fulbourn, 
whose 7-year-old son 
Kaiden can’t walk or talk, 
needs help to eat and 
drink and suffers violent 
seizures. 

“We want her to know 
how proud we are of her 
and how brave she was. 
All little kids have a story, 
and this will be hers.” 

Sam Norman, from 
Newmarket, whose 5- 
month-old daughter Mia 
had an operation to 
improve her cleft lip and 
palate in October. 

“We’re now at the ’what 
if?’ stage of grieving. We 
wonder what Zoe would 
look like, what she’d be 
doing. 

“I don’t think you ever 
stop grieving, but the 
grief changes. I can say 
her name now and smile; 
I can think about my 
little girl and feel happy.” 
Wendy Slade, from 
Hardwick, whose 
daughter Zoe died of 
spinal muscular atrophy 


aged 6 months, 13 years 
ago. Last year Wendy 
walked along China’s 
Great Wall to raise money 
for Each, where Zoe died. 

“This is just what I do. 
Day by day I just do 
whatever I can for them. I 
don’t look for any 
recognition, I’m just a 
mum.” Mother-of-three 
Julie Jones, from 
Huntingdon, who took on 
her best friend’s six 
children when she died 
last year. 

“We can’t change what’s 
happened, but we can be 
positive about where we 
go from here. Setting up 
Tom’s Trust is a big part of 
that: it’s something 
positive, and it’s a lasting 
legacy to our precious 
little boy.” Debbie 
Whiteley, from Fowlmere, 
whose 9-year-old son 
Tom died of a brain 
tumour. Tom’s Trust is 
being set up to fund a full¬ 
time psychologist at 
Addenbrooke’s, to 
support children with 
brain tumours and their 
families. 

“Alcohol doesn’t care 
what you do for a living 
or how nice a person you 
are. It’s out to get you - 
out to kill you - and it 
doesn’t matter whether 
you’re a managing 
director or living on the 
streets.” John Newton, 
from Cambridge, who 
turned his life around 
after years of alcohol 
addiction.

Young broadcaster Daniel 
Bell, 14, completed a 20-hour 
marathon in a bid to raise 
attention to the need for the 
town to have an FM radio 
station of its own. The Linton 
Village College student 
broadcast from a tent in the 
back garden of his home at 
Copsall Farm bungalow, 
outside Haverhill. 

May 

MOTHER-of-three Michelle 
Nobbs of Jay Close, Haverhill, 
spoke of her special bond with 
sister in law Lesley Alborn, 
who donated a kidney to help 
her lead a normal life. 
Michelle, 43, was suffering 
from serious kidney disease 
and believes the transplant 
saved her life. 

Newly-elected Haverhill 
town mayor Maureen Byrne 
pledged to raise money for 
Macmillan nurses after 
winning her own battle 
against breast cancer. The 69- 
year-old trade unionist was 
the only Labour member of 
the town council, but 
received support from all 
other parties. 

Work began on the new St 
Felix Roman Catholic Church 
in Wentworth Terrace, 
Haverhill, with Father Michael 
Teader carrying out a ground¬ 
breaking ceremony. The 
church had raised about 
£500,000 of the £lm cost of 
the new building, to replace 
the existing one which is too 
small for its growing 
congregation. 

Twins born with only a 50 
per cent chance of survival 
were described as ‘little 
miracles’ by their mother. 


Louise Khan, 35, and 
husband Faizel, 31, from 
Rutland Court, Haverhill, 
endured an anxious for 
daughters Lerato and Layla to 
arrive, due to complications 
caused by them growing 
within the same amniotic sac. 

June 

THE end of the road arrived 
for bus company Burtons, 
which went into 
administration after more 
than 60 years, leaving 50 
workers fearing for their 
employment. Stephensons of 
Essex took over the firm and 
some staff kept their jobs. 

Police got tough with 
drivers flouting parking 
restrictions in the High 
Street, with 20 tickets issued 
in a single morning. The blitz 
was in response to pleas by 
shops and residents, who 
were fed up with cars parked 
on double yellow lines. 

Pupils moved into their new 
£5.1m Clements Primary 
School, which replaces the old 
one in Clarendon Road. The 
school’s roll expanded from 
195 to 225 pupils, as part of 
the changes from a three-tier 
to a two-tier education system 
across Suffolk. 

Mick Pilling, 58, got on his 
bike to ride 300 miles from 
London to Paris to raise

Support. Former cancer 
patient Mick lost his mother, 
father and twin brother to the 
disease and wanted to raise 
cash for the help his family 
had received from 
Macmillan. 

July 

CROWDS flocked to the 
Haverhill Show on the town’s 
Recreation Ground, which has 
been raising money for almost 


40 years for LAMPH, the 
Haverhill-based charity for 
adults and children with 
disabilities. 

Resident Laurie Gott 
accused the authorities of 
ignoring Haverhill’s needs 
after waiting more than an 
hour for an ambulance to 
arrive, while his friend 
struggled to breathe. Laurie 
said he was ‘disturbed’ that 
an ambulance had to travel 
40 miles from Huntingdon to 
treat 64-year-old Tony Mann. 

A group of eight children on 
the Parkway estate were 
rewarded for saving police 
officers’ blushes by retrieving 
a set of car keys dropped 
during a chase. The 
youngsters, aged from 5 to 11, 
aided by Pebbles the dog, 
received certificates and 
goodie bags from Haverhill 
Police for their efforts. 

Residents had to evacuate 
their homes after toxic fumes 
were released into the air 
when powder spilled from a 
tanker at International 
Flavours and Fragrances in 
Duddery Hill. Firemen 
wearing protective clothing 
dealt with the spillage and 
residents on the Chalkstone 
estate, Roman Way and 
Wilsey estate were urged to 
stay indoors and keep their 
windows shut. 

August 

TOWN pastors hit the streets 
for the first time, offering a 
support service for late-night 
drinkers in the town. 

Churches from across 
Haverhill and the surrounding 
district set up the scheme to 
make regular patrols on 
Friday evenings.

January 

FREEZING temperatures 
continued through Christmas 
and new year, and Linton Zoo 
was forced to close to the 
public for two weeks as 
zookeepers struggled to keep 
the animals warm.

He weighed 
in at a healthy 7lbs 12oz and 
was an extra special arrival for 
the couple from Meeting Walk, 
Haverhill, who had struggled 
for four years to conceive. 

February 

controversy was rife over plans 
to open a ‘free school’ in Clare, 
with a Haverhill head teacher 
fearing there would not be 
enough students to go round 
to justify it opening. 

Madeleine Vigar, head of 
Castle Manor Business and 
Technology College, pointed 
out that her school and 
Samuel Ward Upper School 
were both rated as 


‘outstanding’ by OFSTED and 
said: “We don’t need a free 
school in Clare.” 

MP Matthew Hancock got 
business and community 
leaders together to discuss 
how Haverhill’s development 
could be maintained in the 
face of public spending cuts. 
Replacing historic factory 
buildings on the Gurteen site 
and 1960s’ buildings in 
Queens Square were 
among ideas which 
found favour at the 
meeting. 

St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council 
announced plans to save 
about £36,000 a year by 
sharing its offices in 
Lower Downs Slade, 

Haverhill, with Suffolk 
County Council. 

Haverhill Citizens 
Advice Bureau and 
Haverhill Volunteer 
Centre would continue 
to be based at the offices, 
which would be renovated 
before county council staff 
move in September. 

Staff at biotech firm 
Genzyme had an anxious wait 
to see if their jobs were secure 
after the company was sold. 
French giant Sanofi-Aventis 
agreed a £12.5m price for the 
company, which employs 
about 320 people at 
Rookwood Way, Haverhill. 

March 

PLANS were unveiled by 
developers to build 2,500 new 
homes over the next 10 years 
on land to the north east of 
Haverhill. Residents were 
invited along to an exhibition 
about the plan and many felt 
farm and woodland at the 
centre of the site should be 
preserved and even turned 
into a tourist attraction. 
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who made the news

Instead of seeing a few cats each 
month, a staggering 40 animals 
were being cared for, some only a 
few days old. 

Extra police patrols were 
mounted in Haverhill as a 
precaution against disorder, 
following riots and looting in 
London and elsewhere. 

Mums called for urgent action 
after three children were injured 
on play equipment in less than 
24 hours. Eight-year-old Ben 
Harding was left with blood 
pouring from his face after the 
gate at a playground in 
Chapelwent Road swung back 
and hit him. 

September 

PUPILS at Samuel Ward Academy 
and Castle Manor Business and 
Enterprise College celebrated 
record -breaking exam results in 
their A levels and GCSEs. 

Axed youth services were 
blamed for a rise in anti-social 
behaviour in Haverhill. At the 
first meeting of the new One 
Haverhill group, Suffolk County 
Council was slammed by town 
mayor Maureen Byrne for closing 
the town’s youth club and 
making two youth workers 
redundant. 

Friends spoke of their shock 
and sadness at news that former 
Haverhill man David Tebbutt had 
been killed in Kenya. Mr Tebbutt, 
58, who grew up in Haverhill, was 
killed at an exclusive beachfront 
resort and his social worker wife 
Judith was kidnapped by his 
attackers. 

Renewed calls for safety 
measures on the A1307 were 
made following a crash which 
claimed the lives of Joshua 
Bysouth, 13, and his grandfather 
Michael Kidd, both from Saffron 
Walden. 


October 

ANGRY residents packed a town 
council meeting to voice their 
opposition to plans to build 91 
homes on the former Haverhill 
Rovers Football ground off 
Hamlet Road. They feared the 
Bloor Homes plan would add to 
traffic congestion and parking 
problems in Hamlet Road. 

Education Minister Michael 
Gove visited Haverhill schools, 
following an announcement that 
disadvantaged pupils in West 
Suffolk were to receive extra 
money. Place Farm and Clements 
primary schools, as well as Castle 
Manor upper school, were to 
receive part of the £500,000 
allocation for west Suffolk. 

A familiar face returned to the 
beat in the town, as former 
Kedington and north Haverhill 
beat officer Peter Ferrie took over 
as Haverhill’s new sector 
commander. Insp Ferrie spoke of 
his plans for Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams and 
response offices to work more 
closely together to make the town 
a safer place. 

Hundreds of mourners packed 
the parish church for the funeral 
of Daniel Boyle, 24, of Elm Close, 
Haverhill, who died while 
working as a steel erector in 
Bristol. 

November 

FOOTBALLER Joe Daly, 23, faced 
an agonising one-and-a-half- 
hour wait for an ambulance after 
badly breaking his leg during a 
match. Joe was playing for the 
Rose and Crown team at Motts 
Field, Haverhill, when his studs 
caught in the ground, causing a 
spiral fracture to his leg. 

Mum Natasha Lamb launched 
an appeal to buy gifts for families 
stuck in Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
over Christmas. Mrs Lamb, 36, of 
Rutland Court, Haverhill, spent 


last Christmas at the hospital 
watching her baby daughter 
Martha, now 19 months, battling 
swine flu. 

Haverhill’s paralympic athlete 
Caroline Maclean led celebrations 
of the news that the Olympic 
torch will visit the town this year. 
Caroline, 36, who has competed 
in the wheelchair basketball tarn 
at three Paralympic Games, was 
joined by town mayor Maureen 
Byre and others to celebrate the 
news. 

Single mum Laura Turner told 
how a gastric bypass operation 
had helped her lose 14 stones. 
Laura, 31, who lives in Bellings 
Road, Haverhill, believes the 
operation saved her life. 

December 

PLANS for a huge research park 
development which could create 
up to 1,000 jobs were approved by 
planners. Carisbrooke 
Investments plans to use the 30- 
acre gateway site to create a 
research park, a 60-bed hotel, pub 
and creche, and 150 houses. 

New town clerk Will Austin 
moved from Devon to take up his 
role, but will work alongside 
retiring clerk Gordon Mussett for 
up to three months. Mr Mussett 
has been Haverhill town clerk for 
the past 11 years. 

Residents hit out at Suffolk 
County Council’s plans to 
privatise Place Court residential 
home in Camps Road, despite a 
petition signed by more than 
4,000 residents opposing iy. More 
anger followed news that the 
Crown Health Centre is to close, 
despite having more than 22,000 
visits since it opened. 

The year ended with 
celebrations at the news that 
Haverhill has won its bid to 
become one of only 10 areas 
across the country to pilot a new 
community budget scheme 
aimed to cut red tape and save 
money.

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GARDENING 


Heading 


I F your borders lack colour, 
texture and depth, then it’s 
an ideal time to plan a new 
one to give you all-year-round 
colour, beautifully matched 
plants and a few surprises 
along the way. 

Don’t be afraid to copy others’ 
ideas. You may need to visit a National 
Trust garden or simply look for 
inspiration closer to home, seeking 
out ideas by peeking into 
neighbouring gardens or simply 
asking keen gardening friends how 
they achieved a particular effect which 
you want to replicate. 

Take a camera and notebook with 
you so that you can take pictures of 
particular scenes, so you don’t just 
rely on your memory. 

Alternatively, cut out pictures from 
magazines and cover them with 
tracing paper, drawing on the key 
plant shapes you like. You may not be 
able to use exactly the same plants 
that you have admired in a magazine, 
but it will give you an idea of what 
works shape and height-wise. 

When planning, ensure that the 
border provides year-round interest, 
not just a mass of blooms in summer 
which leaves the area looking dull and 
boring in winter. 

Brighten up spring with bulbs and 
make use of evergreens and shrubs 
with coloured bark or berries in 
autumn and winter to prolong interest 
and keep a shape to the border.

While summer can be a riot of 
colour, trees and shrubs provide a 
framework to the border, some 
structure on which to build seasonal 
displays. They can also be used 
individually to create a particular 
effect such as a focal point. 

Of course, the first consideration is 
your soil - is it acid or alkaline, is 
your aspect light or shady, is the 
ground dry or moist? Again, consider 
plants which have done well in your 
neighbours’ gardens because they are 
also likely to do well in yours. 

If you want a tree or shrub to add 
height to a border, use a tripod of 
canes which can be moved around to 
give you an idea of where the new 
addition will fit in best and when 
choosing a tree, consider its rate of 
growth and ultimate size. You don’t 
want it dominating the border and 
casting shade over some of your more 
colourful sun-lovers later in the 
season. 

Try to keep the planting design 
simple, choosing perhaps large 


for the borders 


interlocking drifts of plants rather than 
a mismatched smorgasbord of a lot of 
little plants which you’ve bought on a 
whim but which don't really 
complement each other. 

Consider a themed border for 
compatible plants, such as a 
Mediterranean border, or a border 
with one type of plant such as herbs, 
which can be intermingled 
successfully. 

Think about repetition in your 
border as using a particular plant 
repeatedly makes a particularly showy 
plant stand out and also helps merge a 
diverse display. 

Alliums, with their stunning 
lollipop-shaped clusters of flowers, 
can provide a showy display repeated 
at points along a border, but any 
repetition will help give the border 
more visual uniformity. 

If you haven’t particularly thought 
about colour, do so now, and use a 
colour wheel to judge which colours 
go best together. 

Do you want a sizzling clash for a 
dramatic, hot effect, or a softer palette 
of colours closer in shades such as 
pinks and mauves, which will merge 
together beautifully in the border? 

Use a few large, architectural 
plants such as phormiums or fatsias to 
create a dramatic effect, rather than 
lots of fussy, small plants. Position 
plants, still in their pots, so you can 
stand back and view the effect from 
several angles and move them if you 
need to.

CAMBRIDGE 
SAAB general 
manager James 
Howarth has 
pledged to 
continue as a 
“Saab specialist” 
following the 
news that Saab 
has filed for 
bankruptcy in 


Sweden, writes 
Mike Scialom. 

The Swedish firm 
has been in 
difficulties for some 
time but Howarth 
was at pains to point 
out that Saab GB is 
still functioning. 

“Saab Great 
Britain, with whom 
we have our 
contract, are still in

‘administration’ 
only,” Howarth says 
of the current 
situation, “and are 
therefore technically 
still functioning.” 

The Harston- 
based showroom 
remains open for 
business and is 
expected to honour 
all existing warranty 
and servicing agree¬ 
ments. It is also 
believed that the 
dealership will con¬ 
tinue to sell new 
Saabs (while stocks 
last): used Saab sales 
are expected to 
continue unin¬ 
terrupted. 

Howarth expressed 
sorrow about the 
developments in 
Sweden but added: 
“We can at least now 
move on, initially 
setting our stall out 


to remain very much 
as a ‘Saab specialist’ 
if we cannot be the 
‘Saab dealer’.” 

It is understood 
that Cambridge 
Saab’s owners, 
Trumpington-based 
Buckingham & Stan¬ 
ley, are looking to 
add a new franchise 
to sit alongside the 
Chevrolet dealership 
which opened its 
doors earlier this 
year in Trumpington. 

It is still possible 
that Saab will find a 
buyer, but if the plan 
fails it will be the end 
of the road for the 
ambitious plans for 
2012 which the 
Swedish firm had put 
in place since being 
taken over by Dutch 
car maker Spyker a 
year ago.

HONDA cars are the 
most resilient to pothole 
damage, saving drivers 
hundreds of pounds in 
repairs each year, 
according to new 
research by 

Potholes.co.uk. 

The road maintenance 
campaign website, set up by 
the UK’s leading warranty 
provider Warranty Direct, 
analysed tens of thousands of 
policies to reveal the cars most 
and least susceptible to the 
nation’s biggest bugbear - 
potholes. This winter, UK 
roads are set to become the 
worst “in a generation”. 

After Honda, the most 
“pothole-proof” manufac¬ 
turers are Toyota and Hyundai, 
with less than 2 per cent of 
their cars suffering axle and 
suspension damage 

attributable to potholes and 
other road defects. 

Conversely, Chrysler, 
Mercedes-Benz and Land 
Rover models are the most 
likely to be defeated by the 
UK’s pothole-riddled roads, 
with more than 10 per cent 
suffering damage each year. 

While the average payout 
for pothole-induced 

suspension damage is £309,

Duncan McClure Fisher, of 
Warranty Direct, said: “With 
last year’s road damage barely 
dealt with, a repeat of those 
harsh winter weather 
conditions could see our 
highways deteriorate to the 
worst state they’ve been in for 
a generation. 

“As councils struggle to 
solve the pothole problem, 
consumers can at least be 
smart about their vehicle of 
choice. We’ve found some cars 


have an uncanny ability to 
absorb the jolts from even the 
most severe road craters, 
while others aren’t so resilient. 

“Particularly surprising is 
that high-end manufacturers 
are just as vulnerable, if not 
more so, than ‘value’ 
manufacturers. However, we 
wouldn’t lambast those at the 
bottom of the pile because the 
roads are just so bad.” 

Anyone can report a road 
defect and share their story 
using Potholes.co.uk, which 
has contact details for 
councils across England, 
Scotland and Wales.

The Kia Ray EV is Korea’s first electric vehicle 


KIA has introduced Korea’s 
first electric vehicle - the 
Kia Ray EV, a zero- 
emissions city car with 
lively performance and a 
range of up to 86 miles on 
a single charge. 

The Kia Ray EV is a close 
relative of Kia’s 1.0-litre 
gasoline powered Ray CUV, 
which went on sale in 
Korea last month. It shares 
that model’s major dimen¬ 
sions and, in a global first 
for an EV manufacturer, 
can share a production line 


with the gasoline models. 

The front-wheel drive Ray 
EV is powered by a 50kW 
electric motor and a high- 
capacity 16.4 kWh lithium 
ion polymer battery pack 
that is engineered for a 10- 
year life cycle and skilfully 
packaged under the rear 
seat and cabin floor. 

Although the Ray EV 
weighs 187kg more than 
the gasoline model, the 
electric motor’s generous 
torque -167 Nm (an 
increase of 77 per cent) - 


ensures responsive 
performance. The EV’s 
acceleration is brisker than 
the gasoline models (0- 
60mph in 15.9 seconds), 
while top speed is 81mph. 
Recharging times are six 
hours using a 220V house¬ 
hold supply and 25 minutes 
in fast-charge mode. 

The Ray EV’s automatic 
transmission offers the 
driver a choice of two 
modes while in ‘D’ 
drive. E’ (or ‘eco’) mode 
delivers minimum battery 


consumption and maxi¬ 
mum range. B’ (or ‘brake’) 
mode can be selected 
when driving downhill on 
highways and on mountain 
roads to maximise braking 
power. 

Unlike regular gasoline 
vehicles, Ray EV generates 
no engine noise, which can 
be a potential problem with 
pedestrians being unaware 
of the approaching car. To 
prevent accidents, Kia has 
fitted Ray EV with a VESS 
(Virtual Engine Sound 


System). When driven at 
less than 12mph VESS 
delivers a mix of recorded 
gasoline engine noises, 
which are also emitted 
when the car is backing up. 

Japan and the US are 
already considering the 
introduction of a legal 
requirement for EVs to 
have a virtual engine 
sound, and Kia has taken 
the first step to 
commercialise this system 
in order to anticipate the 
global industry’s trend.
